Position of Wood and Itm Durability. 


The problem haw troul-led many why 


two pieces of wood sawed from the 
same section of a tree should possess 
very vurnjd characteristics when used 
In different positions Kor example, a 
#nte post will be found to decay much 
farter if the butt entl of tbe tree is 
uppermost than would b<» the case If 
the top were placed in this position. 
The reason is that the moisture of the 
atmosphere will permeate the pores of 
the wo(>U much more rapidly the way 
the tree grew than it would if in the 
opposite direction. 


Microscopical examination proves that 


the pores invite the ascent of moisture, 
while they repel its descent. Take the 
faDiiliar ea<-e of 
a wooden bucket. 


Many may have noticed that «ome of 
the staves appear to be entirely sat- 
urated, while others ore apparently 
quite dry. This arises from the same 
cause—the dry staves ate in the posi- 
tion in which the tree grew, while the 
saturated ones nre reversed.

Entered a Strong Protest. 


Bombardment Is in Violation of All Rules of 


War, and U. S. Gunboat Boston Will 


Promptly Seize Colombian Gunboat 


Unless Firing Is Stopped. 


Washington. Nov. 4—-Vice U. S. 


Consul Ehrman. at Panama, cables the 
state department under today's date 
that the Colombian government war- 
ship Bogota, is shelling the 
city. 


Eleven Chinamen have been killed. 


Mr. Ehnnan has been instructed to 


protest against the bombaruuieut. If 
the consuls' protest is not sufficient, 
the eoqemander of the United States 
ship, Boston, which is by this time 
o nher way to Panama, from San 
Juan Del Sur, one hundred miles dis- 
tant, will prompriy seize the Colom- 
bian gunboat, if necessary to stop 
the bombardment. 


This bombardment is in violation of 


all the rules of war, beginning as it 
did without the required notice. More 
over, the U. S. government takes u^e 
ground that it certainly interferes 
with the freedom of transit across the 
Isthmus, which this government is 
treaty bound to maintain. 


It is quite evident that the navy is 


making preparations for a larger dem- 
onstration Jn Isthmanian waters' than 
it has made for many years, and the 
fact is not disguised that all of the 
information that has come from the 
secret of the government point to the 
ultimate success of the revolution 
But meanwhile 
extremely 
delicate 


questions are to be answered for tho 
occupation of one end of the Panama 


railroad, by the government forces, 
and the other end by the revolution- 
ists makes the situation 
extremely 


complicated. "You will protect Ameri- 
can interests at all points and 
do 


everything possible to avoid blood- 
shed.'' is the substance of the 
in- 


structions cabled by the navy depart- 
ment at the instance of th estate de- 
partment to the naval -commanders 
now at the Isthmus or on their way. 
The !ast part of the instructions is 
particularly significant for it

casts a more active interposition by 
the United States government in th-- 
troubles on the Isthmus than has per- 
haps ever before been displayed.
